5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: As to claims 
22-23, see reasons for allowance described in the action mailed on 08/29/2006. With 
respect to claims 21 and 33-35, Tooker discloses an apparatus in a paper machine for 
applying adhesive for bookbinding. However, Tooker does not disclose a paper 
machine including a paper or board forming section. Prior art of record does not 
disclose or suggest a machine or system for book binding further comprising a paper or 
board forming section. Additionally, there is no prior art of record teaching or 
suggesting, a system or machine forming or making paper or board including an 
apparatus for feeding treatment agent onto a web having the claimed structure. Prior 
art of record does not disclose or suggest an apparatus in a paper or board machine for 
feeding a treating agent onto a continuous moving paper or board web including the 
claimed structures of a feed apparatus, at least one nozzle plate, at least on downward 
sloping inclined surface and an applicator rod in combination with the paper or board 
machine having a paper or board forming section.
